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ROUGH NOTES OF THE ENGLISH BOOK-TRADE. 
I. 


Tue system which prevailed among English 
publishers when I first visited London, in 1836, has 
been considerably modified during the last ten 
years. Formerly small editions, not stereotyped, 
and at high prices, were the rule; and the excep- 
tions were few. The interests of the wealthy 
aristocracy and of the circulating libraries only 
were consulted. To a great extent these compara- 
tively small editions at high prices are still continued; 
but for several years the theory and practice of 
cheap books for the many, and good reading even 
for the million, have been making steady progress, 
until this feature in the trade has ceased to be an 
exception; it has almost become the general stand- 
ard. What was imperfectly foreshadowed by Con- 
stable’s “ Miscellany,” in 1825, and by the Useful 
Knowledge Society’s publications, a few years later, 
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Another agreeable surprise here was the fact that 
Mr. Talboys, a leading publisher, under the very 
| Shadow of Oxford University, should be a warm 
admirer of American institutions, and, indeed, was 
a rather radical democrat himself. Without any 
college education, I believe, he was so far self. 
taught as to make a competent translation of 
Heeren’s “ Historical Works,” in six volumes, and 
also to compile an elaborate folio volume known as 
the “ Oxford Chronological Tables,” besides editing 
several other publications. He was curiously free 
from the stiff formality and punctilious ceremony 
which are so characteristically English ; I may say 
he was the most American Englishman I ever knew.

The active junior partnerat 
that time was the eldest son, Thomas N., now at 
the head of the house, the father having died about 
seventeen years ago, leaving a handsome fortune.

The first acquaintance I made among the English 


publishers was with the late Mr. D. A. Talboys, of | 


Oxford. Arriving in that classic city on a Saturday 
afternoon, on my first journey from Liverpool to 
London in 1836, I made myself known to Mr. 
Talboys’ manager as an American bookseller. I 
was immediately invited up stairs, and introduced 
to the family and to Mr. Whittaker, the London 
publisher, here on a visit. I was made to feel at 
home at once; they fairly pressed me for the 
evening, and to dine with them next day, after 
taking me to the service at Magdalen Chapel. All 
day on Monday Mrs. Talboys devoted herself in the 
kindest and heartiest manner to ciceroning me 
through all the lions of Oxford; in short, the 
ordinary impressions of English coldness and dis- 
trust (especially without satisfactory introduction) 
were wholly dispelled by the really cordial treat- 
ment I received from this family, self-presented as 


taken when any other imprint would not command 
200 forthe same book. Such a reputation was, of 
course, a capital in itself. His place of business in 
Albemarle Street was on the ground floor of his 
own residence; and yet he entertained at his table 
not only the magnates of literature, but “noble 
lords” and statesmen, who were his willing guests. 
The portraits of authors which adorned his drawing 
and dining-rooms included Gifford, Southey, Byron, 
Crabbe, Irving; Parry and other Arctic navigators ; 
Mrs. Somerville, the astronomer, etc. It was my 
fortune to share the old gentleman’s hospitalities 
with the late Daniel Appleton, James Brown, and 
other American visitors, and the Byronic anecdotes 
and MSS. were among the notable things which 
linger in memory. Characteristic incidents of per- 
sonal intercourse with these and other men of note 
in the English trade might be interesting to many, 
but I will not trespass either on the columns of the

Mr. Bentley, “ Her Majesty’s Publisher in Ordi- 
nary,” was a white-haired veteran of sixty odd 
when I lived in England; but even now, sixteen 
years later, he still vigorously conducts an extensive 
business in the gentlemanly manner of West End 
publishers—doing business in an office in his own | 
dwelling-house in New Burlington Street. Bentley, 
as well as Murray, in the earlier days of our litera- 
ture, was liberal in his payments to Irving, Cooper, 
Prescott, and a few other American authors, until 
the courts and the House of Lords decided that 
Americans cannot claim copyright in England until 
we reciprocate the compliment. Cooper was in the 
habit of drawing for £300 whenever he sent a manu- 
script to Bentley. But, in process of time, all this 
was changed. American spoils became tempting ; 
it was surmised that these popular books from 
Yankee-land could not be protected by English law; 
Bohn, Routledge, and others began to reprint them 
in shilling volumes. A considerable amount was 
expended among the lawyers in contesting the 
question, but the liberal publishers were beaten, 
and, at present, the defence of an American copy- 
right in England, under any circumstances, is a foggy 
and uncertain affair. Unless the author resides tem- | 
porarily in England, and prints there from manu- | 
script, it seems to be useless to attempt any profitable | 
protection there for American works. On this point 
more anon. We certainly should not grumble at | 
this state of things so long as we refuse reciprocity | 
of international literary interests. 

Mr. Bentley, with all his courtesies to American | 
authors, has been strangely blinded, like most of | 
Uncle John’s islanders, about our present National | 
struggle ‘against rebellion. A postscript to a busi- | 
ness note, received from him a few months ago, | 
says: “Oh, that this miserable war would come to | 
anend! Your once happy country is now reduced 
to misery and bankruptcy!” I couldn’t resist the | 
impulse to give him back a small broadside for 
that shot. 

Mr. Henry G. Bohn, when I first met him in 
1836, was an extensive dealer in the better class of | 
old books for “ gentlemen’s libraries,’’ and had just 
commenced the business of buying small “ remain- 
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and most remarkable in the whole annals of the 
book-trade. They are wonderful collections, espe- 
cially when compared to expensive and inaccessible 
editions of the same works which were the only 


| ones in existence before. 


How far Mr. Bohn is justifiable in his aggressive 


| warfare on those publishers who have been willing 


to recognize and reward American authors, I will 
not undertake to say. 

When our “American Literary Agency” was 
placed among the club-houses of Waterloo Place, 
about twenty years ago, I used to have frequent 
calls from a pleasant, brisk, and active dealer in 
books, from a little shop in one of the nooks near 
Leicester Square, who, in imitation of the larger 
operations of Bohn and of Tegg, used to buy at the 
sales small lots of “remainders,” say from twenty 
to five hundred copies, of the cheaper books, and 
would take under his arm a few “samples,” and 
push round himself among the second-hand and 
other dealers to sell his bargains. So aptly did he 
fall into the American notion of barter or “ dicker,” 
that, when he found trade dull otherwise, he would 
propose a “swap” for any odd lots of American 
importations that might chance to linger on our 
shelves. In process of time, he would venture 
larger “lots” and bigger books ; then he began to 
reprint some American works, including Barnes’ 
“ Notes,” and then some original works. Progress 
into bigger premises in Soho Square, and then into 
“the city,” followed in due course, and now my 
quondam friend of the “job lots” is one of the mag- 
nates—no other than Mr. George Routledge, of the 
extensive publishing house which makes £10,000 
contracts with Sir Bulwer Lytton and the Right 
Hon. Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Progress of this kind, so peculiarly American, is 
just what any honest American would be proud to 
trace. It belongs to the chronicles of the “self- 
made men.” Mr. R. was not of lordly kin, and 
boasted no University honors, but he had shrewd- 
ness, industry, intelligence, and pluck—and he has 
made his mark.

After 
that, nothing else made any impression on me. I 
scarcely remembered what followed. Jessie was 
presented to the general on his entrance into the 
fort, and at the officers’ banquet her health was 
drank by all present, while the pipers marched 
round the table playing once more the familiar air 
of Auld lang syne.’” 

I mentioned in a recent letter that Messrs. Du- 
buisson & Cie. had undertaken to bring out a series 
of works of 200 pages each, which they sold at 25 
centimes, five cents, each. Upon inquiry, I find 
that it is a philanthropic adventure of benevolent 
printers, who advance 6,000f. to cover all loss; each 
edition of 5,000 copies costs 1050f.; if the whole 
edition is sold there is a profit left of 200f., which 
is carried to a reserve fund to supply the losses 
which may arise on unsuccessful editions. 

M. Renan’s last work continues to sell as well 
as ever; he gets forty cents on every copy sold (not 
thirty, as I mentioned); Messrs. Levy put forty- 
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eight cents into their pocket on every copy sold; 
each copy costs them thirty cents, and they sell it 
to the trade for 5f. 90c. M. Renan has already 
received $16,000 from it; and, as it has quickened 
the sale of all his other works, his revenue from it 
may fairly be set down at $25,000. It is said that 
the most strenuous exertions of all his friends were 
necessary to prevent the Government from laying 
an interdiction upon its appearance. The Congre- 
gation of the Index has already forbidden its peru- 
sal by all the faithful, and these other works have 
likewise been prohibited: “Les Evangiles,” by 
M. d’Eichthal ; “ The Abuses of the Church of Milan” 
(in Italian) ; the second edition of the “Clergy of 
Venetia in 1862;” and Mme. Pape Charpentier’s 
“L’Enseignement Pratique dans les Salles d’Asile.”’

TypocraPuic Innovation.—The preface, or rather 
supplement, to Professor Immanuel Bekker’s edition 
of Bonn, published in 1858, has just appeared, as a 
volume of three hundred and thirty octavo pages, 
containing all his criticisms and remarks on the 
great poet of antiquity, and on the labors of other 
editors, which he had written and published in 
various German literary journals from 1806 to 1862. 
“The Reader” says: “On opening the book a start- 
ling novelty meets the eye in the preface. German 
nouns, which usually commence with capital letters, 
are here printed after the fashion of Latin, French, 
/and English, with lower case or small letters at the 
beginning. This is a novelty which deserves to be 
recorded.” In this country we reverse the ordinary 
German practice, and dispense (sometimes too 
largely) with capital letters, except at the com- 
mencement of sentences, and in proper and local 
names. 

PompeuANaA.—A new and liberally illustrated 
volume in the press at Naples, by order of the King 
of Italy, will give an account of the recent dis- 
coveries at Pompeii. The latest of these is a house, 
which, to judge from the splendor of its interior, 
and its almost entirely preserved furniture, must 
have belonged to a very wealthy proprietor. The 
triclinium (dining-room) is paved with mosaic, 
representing a number of gourmandises of the time. 
The completely served table is covered with petrified 
remnants of dishes; and around it are found three 
divans, or rather table-beds, of bronze, richly 
adorned with gold and silver, upon which reposed 
several skeletons. A great many precious jewels 
were found near them. On the table stood, among 
other ornaments, a very beautifully worked statue 
of Bacchus in silver, with eyes of enamel, a collar 
of jewels, and precious armlets.

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fragmentary character of all existing bibliographies 
is acknowledged, but who shall give us a universal 
catalogue? While it may be true that the “ great 
libraries of Europe” contain nearly all books known 
to literature, the cost of assembling them: all into 
one catalogue, and publishing the result, would 
perhaps exceed what can be expected from indi- 
vidual or associated enterprise. Think of all the 
works commemorated in Watt, Lowndes, Roorbach, 
Rich, Brunet, Quérard, Barbier, Heinsius, Graesse, 
Haym, Nyerup, etc., and in the swarms of literary 
periodicals which have accumulated since, being 
brought before the eye ina single alphabet. What 
a splendid boon to librarians and literary men 
everywhere! But, will it ever be done? May not 
the tough problem which has vexed so many biblio- 
graphers, and formed the dream of so many scholars, 
be solved by the liberal enterprise of the nineteenth 
century ? 

—lIn the paragraph “ Cost of the British Museum,” 
in the last Pusiisnuers’ Circu.ar, it is stated that 
George IV. presented to that noble institution his 
father’s collection of 120,000 volumes. This re- 
peats the erroneous estimate of the “King’s Li- 
brary” current in so many British periodicals and 
handbooks. The actual number of volumes in that 
collection was only 65,250', afterwards increased 
to 84,000 by the addition of about 19,000 pamphlets, 
which formed a part of it, but were not catalogued 
until the whole were bound, singly, under Mr. 
Panizzi’s direction. Mr. Edwards, in his “ Memoirs 
of Libraries,” tells us that “the error began in the 
letter addressed to Parliament by George IV. on its 
presentation to the nation, and was copied by al- 
most every writer who alluded to the gift. ‘More 
than 80,000 volumes,’ was the common statement,” 
etc. Now it is strange that Mr. Edwards should 
not have referred to the letter he professes to quote 
from, and which was addressed, not “to Parlia- 
ment,” but to Lord Liverpool, and the expression 
used is “a most valuable and extensive library, 
consisting of about one hundred and twenty thou- 
sand volumes.” (Gentleman’s Magazine, Febrnary, 
1823, p. 161.) This royal example furnishes an- 
other instance of the tremendous exaggerations 
current everywhere respecting the size of libraries. 
A committee of Parliament found but 65,000 books 
in what public rumor, grounded on a royal “ guess,” 
had established at 120,000, 

It is a pity to prick so many bubbles of benevo- 
lence as the truth frequently compels us to, but it 
is now well known that George [V., whose “ princely 
munificence” has been so much lauded, deserves 
little credit for the gift to the British nation of his 
father’s library. He actually entertained, at one 
time, the idea of selling it, but was shamed ont of 
it by some of his noble friends. Mr. Croker tells 
us that one motive of the gift was to get rid of 
expense, and save room in Buckingham Palace! 
At all events, this graceless prince, who cared less 
for books than for women and wine, and had none 
of the tastes which led his indefatigable old father 
to be a book-collector, was glad enough to get rid of 
what was, to him, a useless incumbrance. What a 
caustic picture Thackeray draws of him! “ But 
this George, what was he? I look through all his 
life, and recognize but a bow andagyin. I knowno 
Sentiment that he ever distinctly uttered. Docu- 
ments are published under his name, but people 
wrote them: private letters, but people spelt them. 
He put a great George P. or George R. at the bottom 
of the page, and fancied he had written the paper: 
some bookseller’s clerk, some pour author, some 
man, did the work; saw to the spelling; cleaned up 
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the slovenly sentences, and gave the lax maudlin 
slip-slop a sort of consistency. * * * Lovers 
of long sums have added up the millions which, 
in the course of his brilliant existence, this single 
prince consumed. Besides his income of £100,000 
a year, we read of three applications to Parliament ; 
debts to the amount of £160,000, of £650,000 ; be- 
sides mysterious foreign loans, whereof he pocketed 
the proceeds. What did he do for all this money? 
Why was he to haveit? If he had been a manu- 
facturing town, or a populous rural district, or an 
army of five thousand men, he could not have cost 
more. What had any mortal done that he should 
be pampered so?” 

—Is there no way of breaking up the discreditable 
practice of publishing an old work under a new 
title? a practice which prevails among certain 
members of the trade on both sides of the water, to 
the confusion of catalogues, and the manifest injury 
of the book-buying public. Some old novels, which 
one charitably hoped had died and been decently 
buried years ago, have lately been resurrected and 
newly christened, in the hope of giving them fresh 
currency in a world which long ago repudiated 
them. But here is an instance of a book which was 
actually issued three times in a single year (1852), 
and each time under a different title. The work 
first appeared as “ The Hunter-Naturalist ; Romance 
of Sporting,” by C. W. Webber. Next, it was 
issued under the title of “Romance of Natural 
History,” by the same author: and it was re-vamped 
and put forth a third time, as “The Wild Scenes 
and Wild Hunters of the World.” 

Perhaps equally reprehensible is the custom of 
reprinting a foreign work and disguising it under a 
new appellation. Can any reader of your “ Notes 
and Queries” tell why so good a book as Hawthorne’s 
“Marble Faun” came to suffer such a metempsy- 
chosis as to be published in England under the title 
of “Transformation ; or, the Komance of Monte- 
Beni”?

| THe Mapyess or Hamiet.—Mr. C. Cowden Clarke, 
husband of the author of the Shakspeare Concord- 
ance, friend of Lamb, Hazlitt, and Leigh Hunt, and 
school-fellow of John Keats, has published a volume 
of ‘“‘Shakspeare’s Characters ; chiefly those subor- 
dinate.”

| Journauism iv New Zeatanp.—There are now no 

less than six daily newspapers in New Zealand, 
namely, the “ Daily Times,” the “ Telegraph,” and 
the “ Evening News,” in Dunedin; the “Southern 
Cross,” and “ New Zealander,” in Auckland; and 
the “ Press,” in Christchurch. We are not quite 
certain that, in addition to these, there is not a 
small daily paper published at the Dunstan dig- 
|gings. Of these, several are old-established jour- 
nals, but they all date their daily issue within the 
last fifteen months, and, excepting the “ Otago 
Daily Times” and “ Telegraph,” their publication in 
a daily form is of quite recent date. The news- 
papers published in New Zealand now number 
twenty-three, besides those published at the Otago 
diggings, concerning which we have no accurate 
knowledge. Auckland has three papers—two daily 
and one weekly; Taranaki, two weekly; Hawke 
Bay, two weekly; Wellington, two semi-weekly, 
and one published three times a week; and Wan- 
ganui, one weekly. Nelson has two semi-weekly 
papers ; Marlborough, one weekly ; Canterbury, one 
daily, and two semi-weekly ; Otago, three daily, and 
two weekly; and Southland, two weekly. There is 
also an excellent monthly magazine published in 
New Zealand.

As a gene- 
ral rule, languages were numerous in proportion as 
men were barbarous—that is, in proportion as we 
get nearer to the time when each primordial horde, 
or tribe, framed its own independent tongue.”

Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

1863. pp. 398. 

We are getting so annoyed by the sensational, 
volcanic, transcendental, mystical tendencies of the 
younger school of New England writers, that it is 
refreshing to receive a specimen of neat pure Eng- 
lish from so eminent a representative of the earlier 
generation of authors as Nathaniel Hawthorne. 
Here everything that is said is intelligible; there 
is no attempt to naturalize an alien style or phrase- 
ology ; there is no striving after verbal effect: no 
mixing up of the language of half-philosophy and 
trashy metaphysics, into that piebald Babylonish 
dialect which modern pedants most affect. It is 
the easiest thing in the world for a genuine scholar 
and refined gentleman to convey the thoughts of 
his mind in the simple, vigorous language of his 
mother tongue, yet a large part of our recent litera- 
ture, as expressed in books and magazines, is of 
such a spasmodic and phthisicky character as 
would not only “have made Quintilian stare and 
gasp,” but would have utterly frightened Addison 
from all his proprieties. We trust our younger 
writers, who are infected with the new mania, will 
make a study of this book and of the other volumes 
of Hawthorne. Such a study will correct their 
vitiated tastes, and bring them back to a better 
class of models. They will here find pleasant 
thoughts, refined sentiments, shrewd distinctions, 
picturesque descriptions, and accurate characteriza- 
tions, all charmingly expressed in clear, homely, 
vigorous, and unadultered English. The titles of 
the papers are: Consular Experiences ; Leamington 
Spa; About Warwick; Recollections of a Gifted 
Woman (Miss Bacon, the Shakspeare theorist) ; 
Lichfield and Uttoxeter; Pilgrimage to Old Boston; 
Near Oxford; Some of the Haunts of Burns; A 
London Suburb; Up the Thames ; Outside Glimpses 
of English Poverty ; Civic Banquets. The “Sketch 
Book” of Irving, and the “ Old Home” of Hawthorne 
will be placed alongside of each other by all whose 
literary taste is still unsophisticated.

In “A Spasm of Sense,” in “Success 
in Life,” and more especially in “ Happiest Days,” 
we notice that agreeable manner of stating plain 
truths which distinguishes that agreeable essayist, 
“The Country Parson.” The paper least to our 
liking here is “ Camilla’s Concert,” which runs into 
the transcendental manner when discoursing about 
| music. The gem of the book, however, is a biographi- 
|cal account of “Cheri,” a favorite canary, whose 
| habits the fair writer has minutely observed and 
lovingly describes. The dangers which perpetually 
threaten the bird, from the sharp talons of a feline 
| foe, afflict the reader from a sense of their reality, 
| and the hieroglyphics which express the bird’s thrill- 
ing song, appropriately conclude the story. We 
hope to meet “ Gail Hamilton” again, and soon. She 
sits down not to think what she shall write, but to ' 
write what she thinks.

Methods of Study in Natural History. By L. Agassiz.

The series of papers which form this volume con- 
stituted a course of lectures delivered at the Lowell 
Institute, in Boston, and, with the exception of the 
concluding chapter, appeared in the “ Atlantic 
Monthly.” Besides affording aid to young students 
in the study of Natural History, the author has 
endeavored to refute the popular theory of trans- 
mutation, a theory which has gained, and is still 
gaining, new advocates. In the words of the author, 
“ Naturalists are chasing a phantom, in their search 
after some material gradation among created beings, 
by which the whole animal kingdom may have 
been derived, by successive development, from a 
single germ, or from a few germs.” The work is 
divided into sixteen chapters: Chap. I. General 
Sketch of the Early Progress of Natural History ; 
II. Nomenclature and Classification; III. Catego- 
ries of Classification; IV. Classification and Crea- 
tion; V. Different Views respecting Orders; VI. 
Gradation among Animals; VII. Analogous Types ; 
VIII. Family Characteristics ; IX. The Characters 
of Genera ; X. Species and Breeds; XI. Formation 
of Coral Reefs; XII. Age of Coral Reefs as showing 
permanence of Species; XIII. Homologies; XIV. 
Alternate Generations; XV. The Ovarian Egg; 
XVI. Embryology and Classification. In this con- 
cluding chapter, especially addressed to the profes- 
sional naturalist, the learned author again disproves 
the oft asserted theory, that, in their development, 
the higher animals pass successively through the 
condition of all the lower ones. Although the 
young Fish, the young Reptile, the young Bird, and 
the young Mammal, resemble one another to an 
astonishing degree, these facts serve to show that 
in each of the four great branches of the Animal 
Kingdom there is merely a common mode of de- 
velopment.

ANSTED'S GREAT STONE BOOK OF NATURE. With Illustrations. Feap 8vo. pp. xvii.—

The Great Stone Book is a critical discourse upon a very important volume in the library of nature. It is a book that long 
escaped observation and study, but it is that which teaches us concerning the structure and composition of the earth on which 
“we live, the history of its gradual progress, and the inhabitants it has had from time to time. The leaves are the various and 
successive layers of earth and rock that make up the whole solid mass, laid bare occasionally in the cliff and the quarry, bat 
generally concealed beneath the soil, and trodden negligently under foot: its illustrations are the picturesque remains of its 
former inhabitants now long passed away. In short, the Stone Book is the Science of Geology made easy.

THE LIGHT AND DARK OF THE REBELLION. 12mo. Pp. 303. $1 25. (Just Ready.) 


This work is published anonymously, yet it is easy to discover from its perusal (which indeed is the fact) that the author 
has, for many years past, occupied public positions in the City of Washington which have brought him into close contact with 
the government and given him an insight into its motives and plans. The book does not pretend to be an elaborate or argu- 
mentative disquisition upon its great theme: it is rather a series of pictures of salient points, sketched by the free and easy 
hand of a master, and exhibiting in a few graphic touches a life-likeness of the objects. We have forty-three chapters upon 
topics not necessarily connected with each other, but all contributing, in the descriptive language of the title, to reflect the 
light and dark of the rebellion. The vivacious style of the work, its attractive form, made up of mingled essay and narrative, 
the literary merit of the composition, the personal characterization with which it abounds, and the great variety of topics which 
it groups together, will all serve to repay perusal. In its politics, it adopts heartily the administration view, and supports it 
at least with considerable rhetoric. Altogether the publication may be regarded as a collection of diversified, sprightly, and 
sparkling papers, forming one of the most readable contributions to our war literature.

Washburn’s Law of Easements was too important a work for a hasty examination, and J, therefore, reserved its careful con- 
sideration for a part of my summer vacation ; and having now mastered its contents and made myself familiar with its plan 
aud scope, | am glad to be able to say that in comprehensiveness and accuracy it is without a rival, and that none of the pub- 
lished works on the same or kindred subjects, can compare with it in research or ability. Not the least of its merits is, that it 
contains the whole American Law in regard to Servitudes ; and that all the numerous cases cited are stated briefly, but with 
such correctness as to render a reference to the original reports seldom necessary.
